The examiner's amendment to claim 16 provides proper 
idiomatic English. Claim 16, as now amended by the examiner's 
amendment, represents previously filed claim 25 rewritten in 
independent form. 

The USPTO Board of Patents and Interferences affirmed the- 
prior art rejection of previously filed claims 16, 21, 24, 
26-30, and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) set forth in the final 
rejection mailed on Jan. 19, 2005, paragraph 11.
